C o n tr 0I o f Irish P eople F or F irst 
Time In Period of 7 Hundred Years 


Dublin. March 16.— St. Patrick's; 
day this year finds Ireland 
under 
control of the Irish people for the 
first time in centuries. Though poli­ 
tical views of the Irish people differ 
there is general rejoicing over the 
newly-won freedom. 
The Interna­ 
tional News Service herewith pre­ 
sents St. Patrick’g day messages to 
the American people 
from leaders 
representing all shades 
of

opinion. 
Michael Collins, Minister of fin­ 
ance in the Irish provisional govern­ 
ment:

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DO WE UNDERVALUE THE INFLUENCE OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY? 
Forty years ago the writer found in a second story room on 
Green Street, Xenia, (the room which afterwards was the home 
of the Xenia Gazette for thirty years,) a small lot of books, which 
singular to say, was in charge of a blind man, Mr. Chields. Short­ 
ly after that a number of patriotic Xenia women associated them­ 
selves, took over these books, and for perhaps twenty years con­ 
ducted Xenia's first Library Society, 
these good women per­ 
sonally did all the work of conducting the Library—a self imposed 
task of no small importance, to whose untiring work then we 
are today indebted tor our magnificent Public Library. 
Let us 
ever remember that. 
When Mr. Carnegie gave us our handsome Library building, 
one of the requirements was a guarantee of annual support. This 
came first by the city from the school funds, and latterly by the 
county since it took over the Library.

sources, and are greatly enjoyed by their readers, showing that 
the Library is increasingly appreciated *by the public, we may 
state that 371 new readers have been registered within the past 
year 
in

Yellow Springs and Spring Valley, with fair patronage in each. 
We are sure that hundreds of our citizens Appreciate the Pub­ 
lic Library more than words can tell. The love of reading enables 
a person to excnange the wearisome hours of life, which come to 
every one, for hours of delight.

FARM WAGES. 
One of the reasons given Tor the need of an Agricultural Bloc 
in Cpngress has been greatly emphasized in the general condition 
of prices paid to the farmer for his produce. Another reason given 
for paying special attention to the farmer is the alarming fact of 
growing farm tenantry, and the refusal of the American young 
man to remain on the. farm. 
, 
, 
But there is another reason for giving the farm problem 
ti»C airing* VJ£*.m°re c armmff 
special attention, and that is the matter of farm wages compared 
with the wages paid to nearly all other forms of hand labor. Tak­ 
ing these figures from the United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, we find that the average farm wage for the last calendar 
year, 1921, was $43.32 a month without board and $30.14* a month 
with board. 
Average day-labor wages during the harvest period 
was $2.79 a day without board and $2.24 with board. 
During the year 1921 farm wages dropped 37 per cent. 
Yet 
at the same time many classes of labor demanded that their wages 
remain at war levels. Compare the wage the farmer pays with the 
pay of many unionized groups and you have one of the reasons i 
why tne farm problem is accute. ■ The farm labor of this country 
is not organized as other forms of labor are. The wages paid for 2 
fourteen hours of work are in many cases less than half the wages 
paid for many kinds of eight-hour work.

How the Board and the Tricks arc 
Placed on the Table. 
In “Compass'* all rules 
and laws 
prevail as in Auction. Before be­ 
ginning to play, Tray No. I, (see 
number on back bf tray or board) is 
placed in the center of No. I table, 
with the arrow pointing north, as 
printed on the tray to indicate the 
dealer. The tray must remain on the 
table during: the play of the hand an i 
until it is used as hereafter described. 
Odd Number of Tables Best 
There should be at least five or 
more tables in play at a time. An 
odd number of tables is preferable 
as then the trays (after use) are 
passed one way and 
the east and 
westplayers move the other. When an 
even number of tables are in play and 
when half the number of moves have 
been made, then the players sit still 
until two rounds have been played 
(the trays having: been moved after 
each round) Then the east and west 
move to the next table and finish 
the play of trays. 
The game 
consists 
of 
regular 
Auction bridge players at a multiple 
or number of tables. For instance, 
twenty-four tables would start with 
owe tray for each table the number 
of which tray should correspond to

Or say nine tables would play twenty- 
seven deals or trays,

deals or trays (called a frame) on 
each table. 
The “Paine'’ tray is a square de* 
i vice with four pockets in which the

and so on.

cards ho th© center of the table as 
in most card games, but as in dupli­ 
cate whurt, each 
player places his 
card, as he plays it, on the table in 
front of him. and turns it face down­ 
ward as soon as the winner of the 
trick turns his card, and the cards 


of that trick must not bf* seen again 
(the trick is their said to havo been 
turned quitted). 
As e^ch succeeding card is turned, 
it should be placed so as to overlap 
the card previously played, thus re­ 
taining the cards in exact order in 
which they were played. The winners 
of the trick place their cards, as 
they turn them down, perpendicular - 
ly to the edge of the table nearest 
tnem; the losers, on the contrary, 
place their cards horizontally.
